The atmosphere is charged and although 

I have not slept for over 20 hours the 
adrenaline is keeping me awake and eager 
for another oral dose of KISS nectar. 
The stuff that keeps diehard KISS fans 
alive,KISS live in concert! After 
Slaughter complete a solid set,I survey 
the merchandise stands,another aspect of 
KISS I have always loved.Every artist 
has tried to emulate KISS in this 
particular facet of the industry ¿but 
failed.Over the next ten days I would 
spend a lot of big bucks on items for my 
collection, 


I am looking at the various T-shirts 

and notice the arena lights have gone 
out.I frantically rush back to my seat, 
Egyptian style background music is heard 
from Gary Corbet,resident again in the 
KISS troupe,giving fuller overall sound 


to the familiar power chords, 


s 


Expectation rises,you can feel it,the 
large black curtain falls to reveal 
the full stage and sphinx head。The 
atmospheric music fades and a deep 
rumbling reverberates around the arena. 
The mouth opens.Green lasers shoot 
forth.Four figures stand,arms aloft, 
greeted by thunderous applause.We are 
in the shade,but KISS are too hot to 
handle.No matter how many times you 
see KISS on video,hear them on tape or 
read a review,the experience is 
undesirably live,KISS is simply 


awesome!! 


"I Stole Your Love" commences the 
onslaught accompanied by an almighty 
bang.No stopping and we are into a 
powerful rendition of "Deuce"." Heavens 
On Fire" is complimented by towers of 
fire,the heat of which was probably 
felt at the back of the hall.Paul 
gives us the short "My friends call. me 
Paul" rap followed by "Crazy Crazy 
Nights".We are treated to song after 
song,"Black Diamond","Shout It Out 
Loud","Strutter","Calling Dr. Love", 
"Pits Like A Glove","Lick It Up","Cold 
Gin" (lead vocals now shared by Paul), 
‘Tears Are Faliing","I Love It Loud", 
many with various stage and Tigħtinġ 
effects.The sphinx playing a prominent 
role but not overdone. 


"Cmon And Love Me" has unfortunately 
been dropped,along with "Little Ceasar" 
"I Was Made For Lovin You" replacing 
the former and rumour of unrest 
surrounding the latter,I was more than 
impressed with the drumming of Eric.It 
strong,powerful and precise.The blues 
intro to "Rise To It" is great,with 
Eric lying on his back in front of the

drum kit,marking time with his sticks 
I must admit it comes across live 
much better than I had anticipated. 


"God Of Thunder" has returned to the 
set revamped,The sphinx talks amid a 
sea of dry ice - "I am the lord of 
the wasteland" - lasers shoot from 
the eyes and at the end fireworks.It 
is great to hear it played live again 
but it is not effective as the makeup 


days. 


A second rap from Paul precedes 
"Forever",The virtues of MV are 
discussed along with the Fucking New 
Kids On The Block and Milli Fucking 
Vinilli."What is this shit anyway?" 
The rendition and presentation of 
"Forever" is excellent.The playing 


complimented superbly by the lasers,

Great,Paul gives us a quick synopsis 
of "Hide Your Heart and tries out 

the chorus with the audience.How could 
this song not have been a hit!? 
Something has to be done about the 
promotion of KISS in general.The album 
plus tour have had very little help 

or coverage from Polygram.It is very 
lack-lustre and somebody there needs 

a kick up the ass.I am surprised Gene 
of all people is happy to leave things 
go as they are.Anyway," Hide Your Heart" 
is the cream of the playlist anà the 
laser effects only bettered by the‘ 
thunderous rendition of "Love Gun", 

A blistering "Detroit" ends the set, 
but somehow is out of place here。The 


songs intro and build up demands it to 


be an opener.As it comes to a close 
dry ice once again invades the stage, 
and the sphinx head slowly descends 
behind the black drumkit.The head- 
dress on each side of the face are 
light gantries and they pivot into a 
different position.Explosions herald 


the end of the song. 


KISS return to play "I Want You",and 
as the song picks up momentum after 
the quiet beginning the KISS logo 
ascends like a phoenix from where the 
sphinx disappeared.It is small but 
the logo sends shivers up my back as 
I feel all I can describe as pride. 
The two head-dress sections are now 
each side of the logo giving it a 
winged effect."Rock And Roll All Nite" 
finished the show with Simmons 
pointing to the ceiling of the 
auditorium.A multitude of fireworks, 
firecrackers etc go off above the 
audience,the effect is blinding and 
devastating.Verdict:I could watch 
this band live every night and never 
get bored,Although personally I would 
have liked to hear more from the new 
LP including "Silver Spoon" and 
"Little Ceasar'",It is time "Fits Like 
A Glove" or "IWMFLY" were dropped for 
material like "Cmon And Love Me" etc. 
KISS had an opportunity on this tour 
to be more experimental and drop 

some songs even fans would prefer not 
played for a while.The set needs 
stronger encores,The playlist is good 
but songs do not appear to be in the 
right sequence, 


Anyway,back to the Hilton with a 
smile on my face cos at the end of 


‚the day no matter what songs are 
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played KISS are number I,A11 the clans 
regrouped and show and KISS right 
through to the morning.We had hoped 
KISS would show but it was not to be,

to see more dates on the tour,I would

Whereas Winger had been acrobatic 
and almost balletic in its moves, the 
members of Kiss lumbered around 
and fell into splits from which they 
looked as if they might not recover.

lion, the band's guitarist, Paul Stan- 
ley, flung a leg over the padding and 
looked stuck. The vultures were fly- 
ing overhead. A 
Kiss has been around since 1972 
and is a grandparent of many of the 
heavy-metal.bands touring the circuit 
today. With costumes and makeup, it 
brought a theatricality to rock that 
heavy-metal still has. At the Garden, 
shorn of makeup and dressed in 
standard black heavy-metal clothes, 
the group ran through a ritual of 
rebellion. Always a target of critics, 


s pers. Mr. Stanley also suggested that 


“anybody who doesn't like rock-and- 
roll get out," and that he had come to 
kick his home town's rear end. All of 
this was intended to keep alive the 
idea that rock rebellion still exists. 
Which it doesn't. 


. The show, which opened with fire- 
works, was there to fill a need not for 
surprise and improvisation, but the 
convention of rock-and-roll stadium 
shows, a modern version of bread and 
circuses. From beginning of the 


ken, industrial-size ried 
to give the stage a bit of a 
apocalyptic feel, occasional 


bursts of fog. And the tempos of the 
tunes stayed fast. The dramatic con- 
vention here was one of fun; .every- 
body understood the show was just a 
show, à way of celebrating a type of 
spirit and energy that has little prac- 
tical use outside the auditorium.

In September I978 Casablanca Records were winding themselves up to promote 

their biggest,and probably the world’s biggest,act on their latest venture, 

The act - KISS,the venture - The Solo Albums.I recently read in a: music encyc- 
lopaedia that the four Solo Albums were at the centre of the biggest promotional 


and marketing campaign in the history of recorded music.A fact well justified 
by the likes of The Solo Albums T.V. commercials,huge 20 foot by I5 foot bill- 
boards,radio commercials,magazine and paper ads,huge shop displays etc 。etc 。And 
of coursejthere was the merchandise connected with their release,this particular 
merchandise having its own fanatical 
collectors amongst KISS fans,almost 
like a sub-market.Buckles,posters,T - 
shirts,bags ,songbooks ,badges ,kev-rings, 
name-pins,magazines,more T-shirts,more 
posters - all the official items to 
promote the biggest ever single ship- 
ment of records (4,000,000 in ONE day). 
And then there ware the promo itens, 
items never available to the general 
public such as promo records e.g. "The 
Solo Album Sampler" ,posters,press kits 
etc,.Put amongst these promo items there 


is one that reigns supreme - "The Black 


Magic Box"!!! 


This little beauty was sent out to a-number of selected radio stations across 
North America in the late summer of 1978 by the infamous "Press Office" - KISS’ 
promo people.Basically,this little box enabled each radio station to conduct an 
interview with each individual member of KISS without any of them actually being 
present...let me explain.The Box and its contents are put togother around a 
promo cassette which itself contains an introduction to The Solo Albums,snippets 
of each member/s single and only the answers to questions (no questions on the 
tape) with silent spaces left between each answer.Thus enabling each station 

to dub onto the cassette the questions provided by their D.J. so that each 
station’s interview was different.However,it is obvious that the D.J.'S ques- 


tions must have some connection with 
the standard answers provided,so with 
the box came à booklet titled "Sugges- 
ted Questions For The Answers On This 
Cassette'',It's a 6 page affair,one to 
Paul,one to Gene and two each to Peter 
and Ace,which as you might have guessed 
provides specimen questions to the ans- 
wers on the tape e.g. "Is this album 
going to show us a Gene Simmons we've 
never seen before?" and "Your album 
shows a Peter Criss with many different 
sides,Do you think it will help attract 
new KISS converts?",Therefore each sta- 
tion’s interview sounded on the radio 
as if KISS were actually there being 
interviewed - an effective move,Remen- 
ber the I978 Black Box interviews?Well 


this was how the interviews were done} 


Also in the box is a I2 page booklet entitled "The KISS Albums'",.Here,each member 
has a few pages devoted to a picture of himself (Gene^s being particularly good) 
and promotional literature plugging their albums.Also in the booklet are repro- 
ductions of the Solo Album covers and a discography,very neat,And to round it 
all offa unique full colour promo postcard with individual member shots,all of 
this coming in a deluxe black cardboard box with the KISS logo in silver gilt 

on the front and stde。A11 in all a unique package Well worth buying if you ever 
get the chance,And how much did mine cost? Well that would be telling}

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KISS KEPT IN THE SHADE 


BACK IN OCTOBER I989 KISS RELEASED THEIR I5th FULL STUDIO ALBUM - "HOT IN THE 
SHADE" ,THEY EVEN RELEASED A COUPLE OF SINGLES.THE REASON WHY I GIVE YOU THESE 
ASTONISHING FACTS IS THAT THIS MIGHT VERY WELL BE THE FIRST YOU’VE HEARD OF IT 
— STRANGE BUT TRUE! 

I must admit I was expecting the album to charge straight into the top 5 of the 
album charts,and its first single,"Hide Your Heart",to make significant inroads 
into the top 40。That is what I felt would happen,especially after the extra- 
ordinary success of the "Crazy Nights" album and title track single.How wrong 
could I be? Both album and single instead of making significant headway into 
the charts,literally fell at the first hurdle. 


The answer could certainly be attributed to bad press,release dates etc,which 
hindered the progress of both album and single.However,the major reason must 
be the lack of promotion by the record company.This article will deal mainly 
with the lack of an official promotional campaign and timing of releases,Kiss' 
infamous bad press can itself form a very long debate and is something we will 
deal with in depth in a future issue, 


Now the theory behind promotion as I see it is to make more people aware of a 
particular product and therefore increase that products sales.Now I don’t pro- 
fess to be a promotion/marketing expert but I can grasp a simple theory,and even 
to my limited knowledge of the business - if no one knows about a products avai- 
lability and virtues it is unlikely to se!l. 


I/n sure that given an adequate promotional campaign,such as full window disp- 
lays in major record shops,colour full page ads in various rock magazines or 
even a short TV advert,then "Hot In The Shade" would have been a much bigger hit 
than "Crazy Nights", 


At Kiss Renegades we find it difficult to understand why Paul and Gene let this 
happen! Gene especially - "The Mogul" - the acute business man,surely does not 
under-estimate the power of promotion.After all it was Bill Aucoin’s shrewd 
business acumen and distinct eye for a promotional opportunity that greatly 
contributed to Kiss widespread media coverage (remember Cadillac High School 
and The Longest Kiss Competition). 


So why did I witness a distinct lack of bill posters on the U.S. tour,why did 
Slaughter appear on/in every major U.S. rock magazine to hit the streets and not 
Kiss,why no "H.I.T.S." colourful full page adverts,why only sparse radio cover- 
age? Has the Kiss promotional machine become complacent}}}} 


Sure the hardcore fans bought the album,but it failed to capture the wider aud- 


Mn 


ience.It was the "casual fans"/"hit single"/"therefore buy the album" punter 
who bought "Crazy Nights" and pushed it to great heights.These are the people 
who should have been informed of the release of the afore-mentioned album and 


singles. 


There was no evidence of bill posters proclaiming the release of the "hot" new 
LP,yet in cities around the country our attention was invariably grabbed by 
those lesser known groups such as Jagged Edge and Thunder,In all fairness,and 
with due respect to those bands,they cannot even begin to compare to the pheno- 
menon that is Kiss.So their chart success must be attributed to a very good 
promotional campaign on behalf of their record companies, 


Another factor which helped the "H.I.T.S." album and.singles to virtually disa- 
ppear without trace was the timing of their releases,Firstiv,'H,I.T.S,' was not 
given a simultaneous worldwide release,That is to say that in both cases the 
albums were released in the U.S.A. first.This does create problems for Kiss fans 
om this side of the Atlanticjbecause we're a jealous bunch of buggers} So not 

to be outdone by the fact that our Kissin’ cousins on the other side of the Big 
Pond get to hear the album well before us,we buy the album on import,It costs a 
couple of extra quid,but it’s well worth it.Now I don t have figures to show 
how many albums were sold on import (perhaps someone could help us here?) but 
I'm sure it was quite a significant number.So it is equally fair to suggest that 
when the album was given a British release,its sales would be obviously lower, 
Although many of us are completists and would want a British copy as well,the 
chances of as many of the fans being able to afford another copy of the album, 
having recently parted with the best part of a tenner on their American copy 
are quite small,So we don’t buy it straight away and therefore the album loses 
its most vital initial impact on the charts, 


The single release fares in much the same way,in that the record company often 
releases the album first and then decides to release a single,At the risk of 
repeating myself,many Kiss fans are completists and would snap up everything 
offered by Kiss,but we must take into consideration that there are a lot of fans 
who can’t afford to collect singles especially when they already have the song 
on album.So,wouldn’t it be wise to release a single in advance of the album as 
a "taster" of what is to come,a track not available elsewhere on the flipside 


would also be an obvious bonus. 


To conclude this article I put it to you that I feel the record company here in 
the U.K. have denied thousands of fans the chance to see Kiss on their H.I.T.S. 
tour due to their appaling promotion of the said album.It must seem to Kiss that 
Britain has forgotten about them and interest in them here wouldn’t warrant a 
tour.All I can say to them is that we are still here and hope that you 11 tour 


here soon,

Another point about KISS programmes is that many people have in the past confu- 
sed the first two programmes - KISS ON TOUR T976 and KISS ON TOUR,similarly sou- 
nding but totally different.KISS ON TOUR I976,sometimes called KISS ALIVE,was 
the very first tour book and contains a I975 stage shot by Chip Rock on the cov- 
er and all 74 and 
75 shots through- 
out.This went on 
sale in January 76 
and lasted through 
the early parts of 
the DESTROYER tour 
(including the Eur- 
opean leg) until 
KISS ON TOUR came 
in its place.KISS 
ON TOUR,the second 
programme ,contains 
a DEST ROYER stage 
shot on the cover 
and photos of the 


DESTROYER shows 
throughout.So,if you see one of these two advertised then make sure you know 


KISS ON TOUR & INSERTS 


which one it is to avoid disappointment. 


It is also interesting to look at the DYNASTY programme.Here,two different copi- 
es are available.The first issue was available mainly in Canada on the first leg 
of the CAN - AM tour 79 and this consisted of sixteen pages with no live shots 
at all,just posed studio shots.Also in this issue is the Paul Stanley Ibanez 
Iceman guitar ad and an ad for the pinball machine (this ad being common to both 
issues).By the time KISS had begun their American leg the tour book had been 
altered substantially,with an extra four pages being added。A page of live shots 
of each member came as well as more live photos in each member’s own section.Al- 
so,out went the Paul Stanley ad and in came a Gene Simmons ad for Sunn Amplifie- 
rs.This difference in the programmes being a nice little point for collectors 


when trying to collect a whole set, 


Another thing to look out for when collecting programmes is to see whether or 


not the inserts are still there.as these inserts can dramatically alter a books 
value and collectability.Some great inserts come to mind e.g. KISS ON TOUR 1976,

with this tour book came a yellow card insert with one side advertising the KISS 
ARMY and the other showing all the I975 concert merchandise - for me this insert 
makes the book as it is just so good.And there is also the inserts with KISS ON

was sporting a wrap-around back bandage from an onstage mishap in which he 
fell off a ramp and landed on his guitar.Although you would have never guessed 
he had an injury ,almost: going out of his way with his acrobatic dancing.A 
humorous moment came with Gene singing lead,caught Paul crouching down and 
passing between Gene and his mic stand.The stunt brought the crowd of IO,000 


into a burst of laughter. 


The set list had remained unchanged,although a chasing spark-shooting effect 
on the upper ramp behind Eric’s kit lit from one edge of the stage to the

other during "I Was Made For Loving You",Also an added treat was the return of 
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Eric’s drum solo which could only be 
best described as "amazing".His solo, 
very much different from previous tours, 
featured state - of - the - art sound 
effects and an entertaining intro of 
The Who's "Who Are You?",The effects 
were astounding as Eric sounded like a 
four - piece band.Visual effects were 

as intricate as the sound with the use 
of lasers,smoke,flashpods,pinspot lights 
etc This was definately Eric’s best 
performance yet and should have mny 
drummers taking notes.To be honest,at 
times during the solo,it appeared to be 
a bit too choppy and out of sequence. 
However ‚Eric has never let his fans down 
(believe me he certainly has a few of 
them) and he continued to pound the crap 
out of his drums.It was really nice to 
see his solo incorporated back into the 


show.

Gene went out of his way waving to all of us that were sitting in the "VIP" 
section of the hall on several occassions,This being my fifth show,knowing the

all of the classics,which could have been dubbed the Smshes,Thrashes & Hits 
tour,virtually playing every song from the compilation."I Stole Your Love"; 
"Calling Doctor Love";"Deuce";"Strutter" and "Shout It Out Loud" were played 
fresh and timeless.Newer songs,"Hide Your Heart","Crazy,Crazy Nights" and top 
IO American smash "Forever" were all crowd pleasers.The latter had the bic-lit 
hall looking more like a gigantic birthday cake,''God Of Thunder" was superbly 
performed (even though I/ve seen Gene sing the same verse twice) with a co - 


operating 40 foot sphinx reciting the verse "I am the lord of the wasteland.." 


It was sheer pleasure to see a band dig way back into their pockets and bring 
to life so many of their classic songs into one two-hour show。A1ong with that 
they brought along an intriguing stage and lighting design that complimented 
their music as well.It may have not been the big extravagant production of old 
but it was well worth the price of admission just to hear those songs again. 
And hopefully again.
